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SET FIRE TO OUST PACIFISM 


London Mob Gets Past 
Police and 


Tliron Minister from Church. 


London, England, Oct. 7. —.A large 


crowd of aoldieVs and -women broke 
up a meeting w hich pacifists attempt- 
ed to hold in the Brotherhood church 
at Kingsland, today, by lighting a bon- 
fire on the floor in the front of the 
pulpit. The flames were extinguished 
by the police after considerable dam- 
age had been done the carpet, the 
pews and the pulpit. 


There 
was a cordon 
of 
police 


around the building when the meet- 
ing opened this afternoon, but 
the 


crowd outside succeeded in gaining ac- 
cess to the auditorium and in drown- 
ing out the organ and singers -with 
war songs and cheers for the soldiers. 
Then the crowd rushed to the pulpit, 
pulled the pastor down by his coat- 
tails and threw him bodily across the 
auditorium and out the back door. 


Meanwhile other demonstiators-were 


lighting a. bon fii e, from which flames 
suddenly shot up to a height of five' 
to six feet while cries of "burn down 
the church" were heard. The police 
then cleared the house and beat out 
the flames with their coats.

But the big 
guns have never ceased th^ir activity 
and day in and day out great masses 
of steel have been and are still blast- 
ing the German

drive is launch'ed. The Germans are 
answering the British fire on various 
sectors.

of this theatre the Austrians have de- 
livered attacks, but everywhere were 
repulsed. 


After its capture by-the French, in one of the bloodiest battles of the war, ''Dead Man's Hill." in the Ver- 


dun sector, was found to be undermined by numerous subterranean passages, complete with elaborate systems 
of communication wires. 
The walls and roofs were reinforced by stout logs. 


The photograph shows a tunnel nearly 800 metres long running crosswise under the "Hill." 
As may be 


seen, after its capture, the tunnel was found to be nearly choked -with German dead.

pulsing Counter Attacks 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—Decisive 


ascendency for the allies in the su- 
preme test of battle strength now tak- 
ing place on the bloody fields of Flan- 
ders, is claimed by 'Secretary Baker in 
the weekly review of -war operations 
issued tonight by the war department. 


While it may be premature to as- 


sert that the British war _ machine 'has 
forced a decision over the ^Germans, 
Mr. Baker says the victories 'of the 
past fortnight, threatening the German 
submarine bases on the Belgian coast, 
are conclusive indications of allied su- 
periority. 
With favorable weather, 


he thinks, these victories -will be re- 
pealed and extended. 


No Reference tf> U. S. Forces. 


The review, which is for the week 


ending last night, makes no reference 
to the American forces in France or 
to the great preparations 
for war 


going forward at home. 


"The attention of the world," it 


says, "is focused on the titanic strug- 
gle now going on in Flanders. The 
battle raging there is proving an en- 
gagement of unprecedented scope and 
potentiality. 


"At the beginning of the 
week, 


owing to bad weather, the Germans 
were able to launch counter attacks 
against the positions recently gained 
by 
the 
British. 
Notwithstanding 


that the Germans made use of smoke 
screens, liquid fire and brought into 
the action an imposing array of artil- 
lery against the British lines between 
the Tower Hamlets and Polygon wood, 
as well as along the Menin road, their 
efforts proved futile. 


No Kest 1'or Germans.' 


'It is significant on the other hand, 


that while the British were sustaining 
the shock of German assaults success- 
fully they were able to bring up suffi- 
cient fresh troops to launch another- j 
offensive action of a still larger scale 
than the preceding ones. 


"Slowly, but therefore the more per- 


sistently, the allies drive at the heart 
of the German line in the west is 
sweeping onward. 


"The wisdom of the British in main- 


taining a great density of front would 
appear to be justified from the events 
of the past week. It must be borne 
In mind that it is due to the depth 'of 
the British line as much as to any one 
factor that while the enemy is still 
reeling under one blow the allies are 
ready to deliver another and still a 
third.'"

BRITISH CAPTURE LUXBURG? 


Report Reaching Montevideo Tells ot 


Cruiser Stopping Spanish Steamer. 
Montevideo, Uruguay, Oct 7. — A 


British cruiser stopped an outward 
bound Spanish steamer seven miles off 
the coast, according to an advice here 
today. 
The steamer was held up, it 


is supposed, in the belief that Count 
von Luxburg, the former German min- 
ister to Argentine, who recently was 
given his passports, might be on board. 


A Buenoes Aires dispatch on October 


5 said that Count von Luxburg left 
on that day, taking a tug to Colinia, 
Uruguay, and preceding by train to 
Montevideo where Tie boarded a Span- 
ish steamer which sailed later for 
Spain. He was said to have a Spanish 
safe conduct -which diplomats in Ar- 
gentine considered sufficient to pro- 
tect his person but not his papers.

FEAT OF WIRING RESULTS 


Six Hundred Papers Linked on 28,000 


Mile Wire for Baseball. 


- Chicago, 111., Oct. 7. — During the 
Saturday and Sunday games of the 
World's Series the traffic department 
of the Associated Press duplicated its 
feat of last year in setting up the 
largest continuous telegraphic circuit 
ever operated for any other than ex- 
perimental purposes.

600 daily newspapers which UiKe the 
leased-wire service were connected 
directly with "White Sox park and 
"Hap" Fclsch's home run on Saturday

for print paper."

Chicago Americans Now Have Two Games 


Straight While New York Has Been Shat- 
tered Physically and in Morale, Having Only 
Two Pitchers Left That the White Sox 
Haven't Met—Third Game at New York 
Tomorrow. 


GIANTS USE FOUR PITCHERS 


Chicago, 111., Oct. 7.—The Chicago American league baseball ma- 


fthine trundled half way to victo^' in the world's series clash with 
the New York Nationals today when the "White Sox defeated the 
Giants 7 to 2 in the second game of the titular struggle. The teams 
arc speeding eastward tonight for the Polo Grounds where on Tuesday 
the series -will be resumed, and if the local team continues to play 
the type of game it has displayed here, supporters of the Comisky 
clan are convinced that the Sox should at least break even with the 
Giants in the nest two contests at New York. 


'The "White Sox rolled over the Giants today like a baseball jugger- 


naut, leaving dust and dismay in their wake. The second victory 
in two ^ays was far more impressive than the ojie yesterday, and 
.•when the teams left the field the Chicago club was surcharged, while 
the New York combination was badly shattered, both physically and 
in -morale. 


Giants Use Four Pitchers. 


The National league champions were 


e bilged to uae no fewer than four 
pitchers this afternoon, and at the 
eloift of the second day of play the 
.Whlt« Sox had sampled with satis* 


j factory" results, from their standpoint, 
the service of five of the seven hurlers 
who form the twirling corps of the 
Giants. • Only Benton and Demaree re- 
mained unscorched and it will be a 


problem for Man««er McGr*.w to ••- 
lect a pitcher who can hold the Chi- 
cago batters In check even at their 
home ground.

While Sox maintained the impressive 
advantage which they showed In the 
opening game. Tho offensive and de- 
fensive methods and play of the Amer- 
ican standard bearer* wa« far superior 
to that shown by the New York club, 
and In no department of the national 
sport did the Giants appear to have 
the edge on their western rivals. Some 
idea of this superiority is gained from 
a comparison of the figures of the 
two games to date.

Again tho forces of General Halg 


tia.ve made 
a perceptible advance 


against tho Geiman army of occupa- 
tion in Flanders, ana in both Ftench 
and Belgian tcriltoiy have driven back 
the Teuton forces on a wide front. 
Beit of all they ha\e gained certain 
domii atmg heights, if heights they 
may be called, which do not rise more 
thau 125 feet above the surrounding 
Io\\-l>l5ig level country of swamps and 
canals and diked plains, and with their 
cannon they sweep the line of duect 
railway communications between Os- 
tend and Zeebrugge and the German 
supply bases in the rear. A little far- 
ther advance, perhaps, and the rail- 
way line will be cut, and If this hap- 
pens It will probably be followed by 
another of those strategical retreats 
which Ulndenburg made so much of 
in early spring.

Further operations of the German sea raider which has destroyed or 


captured more than 15 vessels since she left the Geiman coast last De- 
cember, have been revealed through the receipt by the Navy department 
of a. message -from Tutuila, Samoan islands, telling o£ the arrival there 
of the master and three sailors of the missing American schooner C Slade. 


The dispatch quoted the Slade's skipper. Captain Hador Smith, as say- 


ing that the Seeadler had stranded on the coast of Mopeha Island in the 
South Pacific and had been abandoned, after destroying the Slade and two 
other American schooners, the Manilla and the A. B. Johnson. 


Captain Smith said his vessel was captured by the Seeadler on June 


17 and that the vessel was destroyed by fire, the crew being- taken aboard 
the raider. Previously, on June 14, the German ship had captured and de- 
stroyed the Johnson, and on July 8 she-overhauled and dynamited the 
schooner Manilla. 
The Seeadler then proceeded to Mohepa island, reaching 


there July 31. On August 2 the raider went aground and was aban- 
doned aa a total loss only after the Germans had worked for days to get 
her off the rocks. On August 21 the commander of the raider, Captain- 
Lieutenant Count Felix von Luckner, embarked with three officers and two 
sailors in a motor sloop, provided with machine guns, rifles, bombs and sup- 
plies for two months

Some Provisions of Amended Law 


Which Should Bo Known. 


Though the amended penal 
code,

tive to the sale or use of tobacco, went 
into effect September 1, there are ap-

knowledge of its provisions

reason there haxe doubtless been many 
inadvertent violations of its provisions 
during the past month. 


Tho amended law, (Sub. 5, Sec. 4S4 


of Penal law, provides that any per- 
son is no "sells, pa>s for or furnishes 
any cigar, cigarette, or tobacco in any 
of its forms to any child actually or 
apparently under the ago < " is years' 
13 guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
The 


amended law also provides that "it 
shall be no defense to a prosecution 
for the violation of Sub. 3, 4, 5, or 6 
of this section that in the transaction 
upon which the prosecution is based 
the child acted ai the agent 01 repre- 
sentative of another, or that the de- 
fendant dealt with such child as the 
agent or repiesentathe of another.' 


These are facts which not

deale.-s but every person should under- 
stand 
3t is not only applicable to 


thoss who sell, but to e\er> person 
who gives or pajs for tobacco to any 
child below the above opecifled ago 
limit.

ceased brother, J. O. Rowe, extends 
over UO years. For three years I was 
his pastor, and during that period 
our relations were most intimate and 
dclrghtful. From the first he won my 
admiration for his devotion to his 
Lord, and his untiring interest in His 
church. As treasurer of the Building 
fund of the extensive repairs or the 
church, lie Hvas most efficient, and 
thorough. 
His remarkable business 


qualifications rendered him invaluable 


j to the church and no member of the 
official board was of greater value and 
usefulness than our dear brother. His 
keen discernment of the true condition 
of men and things, arid • his conscien- 
tious devotion to what he believed to 
be right, made him the wise counsel- 
lor of his pastor, and of vital impor- 
tance to the church. 
The Lord only 


knows how his counsel has helped 
in the difficult periods of the church, 
and I regard the present prosperous 
position of the church he loved so 
much, largely due to his excellent 
Judgment. Brother Rowe lived to the 
Lord and he died to the'Lord. 
"We 


could have -wished that his valuable 
life had been longer continued for the 
Master's service, T>ut He whom our 
brother has so faithfully served, has 
called him from labor to reward, and 
will pronounce upon his work, 'Well

friend. He was always thoughful and 
kind, and did so many things to make 
us comfortable at the parsonage.
